Papillon refused to commit himself 
to any. definite épinion as to the 
cause of the accident; he had 
plausible theory to advance as a 
feasible explanation of what was to 
all appearanes a Inidden mystery 5 
anil the. best idea he could sive was 
that the brick work of the stack, 
being supported by timber, the tim- 
ber inight have rotted in time by the 
rain to whieh it was constantly’ ex- 
posed, although -he bad previously 
statel that thé timbers appeared 
quite sound, and were perfect! free 
from white ants.. We submit that 
this evidence is not sufficient to re- 
move the responsibility from the 
shoulders: of the department whose 
duty it was to keep the building in 
a throughly safe conditions 

It must not be imasined, that we 
are inferontially or otherwise, impu- 
tiny blame or censure to any particu’ 
lar person or department, for what is 
undoubtedly a most deplorable cu- 
jsualty, We simply, ilosire to have 
the matter thoroughly cleared up, so 
that if blue attaches to ‘ily one, Lt 
may be saddled’ on the right horse. 
The Royal. Engineering Department 
is responsible, at least, such is our 
impression gathered from Colonel 
Papillon’s evidence, for all the mili- 
tary buildings being kept in a 
thorough state o of repn ur. 7 it-not 
therefore a rather peculiar procedure 
tu-depend solely upon the evidence, 
as to the state of the building,. 
of the officer who is directly inter- 
estedlin the matter? Colonel Papillon, 
in reply to a question from the 
Coroner, expressed himself perfectly 
satisfied that the aceident was not 
in any way attributable to the re- 
missness of engineering inspection. 
We are quite certain that the Colo- 
nel was thoroughly conscientious in 


We beg to protest, and in the most" 
emp hati ic manner. possible, against 
the Uae a insufficiency otevidetice 
upon which, in important: inquiries, | 
Coroner’s juries in this colony are 
called upon to return a verdict. It! 
would appear to us that one of the 
most important objects of these 
inquiries, namely, tlie satisfaction to | 
the general public of the perfectly 
independent, character of the evidence 
laid before the jury, las been entire- 
ly lost sight of. Our attention has 
been particularly directed to this 
subject by the recent inquiry into 
the accident at Murray Barracks: 
whereby 2 Chinese boy lost his life. 
We submit to Mr. H. i. Wodehouse, 
the Coroner, to tha gentlemen form- 
ing the jury, tothe friends and re- 
lations of the deceased. boy, and to 
the public generally, that the evidence 
at present before the court as to the 
cause of the accident is not of that 
independent description which the 
lee non stripta governing Coroners’ 
Inquiries demanils. Thisi is apurely 
public question, affecting public 
matters of the most vital importange, | 
and therefore we need make no apo- 
Iéey for treating it from a public 
stand point; altogether ignoring the 
private or exclusive interests which 
may be affected by our arguments. 
The only evidence of the slightest 
consequence laid’ before the jury, 
affecting in the faintest degree the 
actual cause of the accident, was 
that of Colonel Papillon, command: | 
ing the Royal Engineers in- this 
colony. ‘The most hyper-critical 
grumbler in the world could not find 
-faulc with the manner in which the 
-- gallant “Colonel ~ 
nor with the nature of his deposi-" 
tions—so far as they went. But as 
Colonel Papillon—although pressed | t 
by the Coroner with a persistency 
rare in Hongkong, and which does 
that officer areat’ “credit, —could ‘not 
pive the slightest idea, although he 
had examined the’scene of the acci- | 
dont, and the débris of the portion 
of thé building which had fallen in, 
As to the cause of the collapse ofthe 
chimney stack, it seems to us that 
his professional opinions do not go 
quite far enough to satisfy an inte- 
rested public.. ‘The utmost admis- 


his opinion, | ‘Dut ‘that opinion, un- 
supported by any reasonable_theory 
or explanation as to the cause of the 
accident, is certainly not satisfactory. 
Tn the public interest we beg to re- 
commend that a thorough examina- 
tion be at once made: by a competent 


professional expert, who is quite in- 


dependent -of t the department now 
indirectly implicated, the result of 
the same to be laid before the Coroner 
and jury this. afternoon. For the 
best interests of all parties concerned, 
including ‘the Royal Enyincer stalf, 
this surzestion should be adopted 
without delay .

We translate the fullowing from the 
Iphemerides by the late Marques Peri. 
ra:—On Oat. Sth, 1803, the fest issue 
of La-ssi-yang-kua, a weekly journal of 
local and public interest, of literature 
aul general news, was published in 
Macao. The words u-ssi-yang-hua, 
mean literally “Great realm ou the 
Western Soa.” When in the 71st 
cycle of Chinese chronology (1609 of 
‘our era) Father Mathias Ricci first 
reached Peking, on being questioned 
as to where he came from, his reply to 
‘the’ Hm peror was in those words. As 
is well known, the whole of the Jesuits 
who established missions thronghout 
‘China and the greater portion of “Asia, 
originally hailed from Portugal. The 
Portuguese missionaries Lave always 
ni aintained the national denomination 
adapted by their predecessors, and 
whou foreigners began to be admitted 
into the Celostial Hhapire, the phrase 
Ti-ssi-yang-huea, or as abreviated Ssi- 
yang (Westorn Sea) was always spevi- 
ally used by the Chinese to designate 
the colonists of Maca.
